OM a family, and town of his name in Oxfordſhire, our 

bor derived his deſcent ; but he was born at London 

in the year 1608. The publiſher * of his works in proſe, 
on whoſe varacity ſome part of this narrative muſt entirely de- 
pend, dates his birth two ycars earlier than this: but contradicting 
himſclf afterwards in his own computation, I reduce it to the time 
that mouſieur Bayle hath afligned ; and for the ſame veaſon which 
prevailed with him to aflign'it. His father John Nilton; by pro- 
ſeſſion a ſcrivener, lived in a reputable manner on a ; 
cſtate, entirely his own acquiſition ; haviog been carly didinherited| 
by his parents for venouncing the communien of the chuck of 
Rome, to which they were zcaloufly devated. By his wife Satah 
Caſton he had. likewiſe one daughter, named Anna; and another 
ſon, Chriſtopher, whom be trained to the prafiice of the commen 
lau u ho in the great rebellion adhered to the royal cauſe : and 
in the rcign of James II. by too-cafy x compliance with the doc- 
trines af the court, beth religious and civil, he attained to the dig- 
nity of being mede a judge of the common pleas ; of which he 
died diveited not long after the revolution.

lame meter; graced indeed fince by the uſe of ſome fa- 


mous modern poets, carried away by cuſtom, but much to 
their own vexation, hiadrance, and conſtraint to expreſs 
many things otherwiſe, and for the moſt part worſe than 
therefore ſome both Italian and Spaniſh poets of prime 
* © our tragedies, as a 

of itſelf, — — | 
delight; which conſiſts only in apt numbers, fit quantity 
of ſyllables, and the ſeaſe variouſly drawn out from ene 
verſe into anothet, not in the jingling ſound of like end- 
ings, a fault avoided by the learned Ancients both in poe- 
try and all good oratory.

Far on excurſion tow'ards the gates of Hell; 
Squar'd in full, legion (ſuch command we had) 
To ſee that none thence ifſued forth a ſpy, 
Or enemy, while God was in his work, 
Leſt he incens'd at ſuch eruption bold, 235 
Deſtruction with creation might have mix'd. 
Not that they durſt without his leave attempt, 
But as be ſends upon his high beheſts - 
For ſtate, as Sovran King, and to inure 
Our prompt obedience.
